KANSAS CITY, J une 15.—Testi­ 
mony intended to show that Law­ 
rence Hatfield, detectiv e, was shot 
down in cold blood and not after an 
altercation as has been contended, 
was introduced here today in the 
trial of William H. Arnold charged 
with killing the detectiv e.

I.aster testified that Mrs. Arnold 
had told him “ the first she knew 
of her husband's presence at the 
scene of the shooting was when she 
heard a motor horn blowing.” Then 
the shots were fired, the detectiv e 
ciuoted Mrs. Arnold as saying. 
Testimony of Arnold and his wife 
had stated that Arnold had driv en 
his car beside Hatfield’s machine 
and demanded that Mrs. Arnold get 
out of the latter’s car. 
Hatfield re­ 
sented Arnold’s demand and drew 
a pistol, the testimony stated. 
The 
shooting followed. 
Introduction of testimony In the 
case probably will

THORP HELD FOR 
CIRCUIT COURT 


War Finance Corporation 
Director for Reductions 
Where Possible.

CHICAGO, J une 15.—Federal tax 
rev ision of a character of tax reform 
with such attendant reductions as 
are possible 
was 
adv ocated 
in a 
speech prepared by Frank W. Mon- 
dell, war finance corporation direct­ 
or and former republican leader of 
the house, at a luncheon today of 
the Hamilton Club. 
The speech, the first of a series to 
be made by Mr. Mondell in the mid­ 
west this week, was regarded as a 
step by the administration in prepar­ 
ation for tax rev ision in 
the 
next 
congress. 
In it, Mr. Mondell declar­ 
ed that regardless of the progress 
made thus far, the taxpayers “ must 
not be unmindful of the tax condi­ 
tions under which we are liv ing and 
firmly resolv e to exert ev ery legiti­ 
mate influence toward hav ing ev ils 
corrected.” He 
rev iewed 
progress 
toward a peace time basis, of taxa­ 
tion and declared the v ital need to 
be 
reduction 
of the surtaxes 
and 
taxes on inheritances. 
“ We cannot,” he said, “ escape the 
multiplied ev idences of the fact that 
In federal tax rev ision since the war 
period, we hav e made much better 
progress in tax reduction than in tax 
reform. 
In fact—without wishing to 
criticise anyone and with a desire 
to giv e full credit for all that has 
been accomplished — nearly sev en 
years after the close of the world 
war, we hav e tax rates which cannot 
possibly be justified In a perman­ 
ent peace time program, unless the 
v iews of our people 
in regard 
to 
sound tax policies hav e been entirely 
rev olutionized.” 
Recounting efforts made on v ari- 
cus occasions in congress to rev ise 
the rates on a “ scientifio basis,” he 
said, “ It is idle no wto seek to fix 
the responsibility for the failure to 
realize the reasonable 
expectations 
of the country in the rev ision or to 
spend time in criticism of that fail­ 
ure. 
It is highly 
Important, 
how­ 
ev er, that as we approach the ses­ 
sion of the new congress we shall 
call to mind the federal tax 
coiadi- 
tions under which we are liv ing and 
firmly resolv e to exert ev ery legiti­ 
mate Influence toward hav ing ev ils 
corrected. 
“ It is equally important that we 
shall prepare to stand 
behind 
and 
earnestly support the members and 
Senators who shall endeav or to do 
their duty in the face of appeals that 
are likely to be made to prejudice 
and to lack of information as to the 
actual facts of our situation.” 
Mr. Mondell declared it ought to 
be possible now to eliminate the so 
called nuisance taxes which came as 
a part of the war lev y; to greatly 
simplify tax methods and to reduce 
taxes all along the line. 
“ But I desire,” he added, “ to em­ 
phasize the fact that the key to all 
of this reform and relief lies in re­ 
duction of the surtaxes to the point 
where they shall cease to driv e and 
keep capital out of productiv e indus­ 
try and off of the tax rolls; and of 
the excise tax to the point where it 
will no longer be 
an 
ev er-present 
nightmare and menace to ev ery con­ 
siderable accumulation of wealth in­ 
v ested in industry.”

The butter market showed little 
variation during the week at both 
Chicago and New York, quotations 
remaining p ractically unchanged. 
The amount of butter manufactur­ 
ed by the creameries of the country 
is about the same as a year ago. 
Storage accumulations, while light­ 
er than last year, are increasing 
rap idly. 
Considering the amount of 
butter stored in Chicago, New York, 
Boston and Philadelp kia, the re­ 
p ort of the U. S. Dep artment of 
Agriculture, dated June 6, shows 
there w*as a shortage this year of 
4,029,000 lbs., while a week later, 
June 11, the shortage had been 
reduced—2,976.000 
lbs.

dency If it continues during the 
current week, will result in there 
being as much butter in storage as 
a year ago. 
Consump tion 
of

has

been as heavy as trade would like 
to see, and there has been a large 
accumulation in the hands of deal­ 
ers. 
The current market p rice ap ­ 
p ears to be too high to go into 
consump tion and not low enough to 
attract investors for 
storage.
